During the year 1914 one and a half 
million gallons of peanut oil was im­ 
ported from Europe to be used by 
Americans. 
In addition to this 45,- 
000,OCK* pounds of peanuts were im­ 
ported, at a cost of $2,000,000 
The 
beginning of the war in 15*14, caused 
this supply to be shut off, and at 
once the demand arose for farmers 
and planters in the United States to 
supply tins demand and thus we wit­ 
nessed the coming into its own of the 
peanut in the south. 
Practically the same mills for pea­ 
nuts are used that are lued for c o t­ 
tonseed. thereby enabling mills to a r­ 
range to care for the crop of peanuts 
without any great additional expense 
and at present there are silty active 
peanut mills in Texas, a h , or nearly 
all of which have come into being in 
the past two years. 
In 1914 there were 12,OOO,ODO acres 
planted in peanuts. 
In 1916 there 
were 56,000,000 acres planted in this 
great crop. 
In Texas the acreage 
increased more than 1000 per cent in 
on* year. 
There is every inducement 
for the farmers to grow this crop be­ 
cause it gives them the opportunity 
to get away from the one crop plan, 
and at the same time without the loss 
of money. 
By growing peanuts they 
not benefit their own bank accounts 
substantially, but they also increase 
the fertility of the land, by putting 
back in it what they have been tatt­ 
ing out by planting one crop. 
Last year 4,000,000 bushels of pea­ 
nuts were consumed in this country 
in confections. 
Three million bush 
els of this amount was used in roast* 
ed peanuts and the other one million 
in various other 
products, with a 
comparatively small amout used for 
foods. 
That no greater amount of 
peanuts is used for foods is probably 
due to the fact that the value is terri­ 
bly 
underestimated. 
That people 
may come to a fuller understanding 
and appreciation of the peanut, they 
are urged to study its possibilities 
and if they are really interested in 
reducing the cost of living they c a n ’t 
really afford not to study the propo­ 
sition . 
The peanut has been classed as a 
nut 
It really is not a nut. 
It more 
properly belongs to the pea family. 
To analyze the peanut it is 38 per 
cent fat, 25 per cent protein, 22 per 
cent carbohydrates, 2 per cent min­ 
eral ash and 9.2 water. 
This we can 
see has an analysis that can hardly 
be eq ualed. 


Poultry Feeding 


The problems of poultry feeding re­ 
quire good judgment and keen obser­ 
vation. Hens fed for egg production 
should have foods high in the food 
elements. Those fed In the fattening 
pens should have the foods which most 
economically produce fa t The best

playground is a very potent factor 
in teaching the American beople how­ 
to govern themselves. 
Note the diff 
erence in Mexico. 
There the compet­ 
itive elements does not enter into the 
national sports. The Mexican hull 
rings and cock pits stimulate a diff­ 
erent type of character to that devel­ 
oped on the American tennis courts 
and baseball diamonds. 
That there 
is at least some relation between the 
inability of these people to govern 
themselves and the character of their 
national sports cannot be doubted. 
How about the playground at your 
school or on the vacant lot of your 
town? Mach is possessed with won­ 
derful powers both for good and for 
evil. 
Which is in the ascendency? 
Are your playgrounds at school cen­ 
ters for the formation of right habits 
of language and conduct? 
Is the 
teacher or some 
other responsible 
person on the ground each morning 
before the children arrive, and does 
this person remain on the ground 
until all the children are gone in the 
afternoon? Do the children of your 
school have 
a desirable place to 
play? 
Have the mothers of your 
community co-operated 
with 
the 
teacher in improving 
playground? 
Do you have any pin 
apparatus for 
the little children? 
Unfortunate is tie ci.ild without the 
privilege of a good playground and a 
sufficient number of play associates 
to make play Interesting 
Possibly 
no other one cause contributes more 
to ill temper and 
disagreeableness 
among normal children than inade­ 
quate facilities for play and play as­ 
sociates. 
You are inflicting an un 
pardonable injustice on your 
own 
child and on all the children of your 
community when you fail to provide 
and supervise a well-equipped play 
ground for them at the school they 
attend. 
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It has often been found, when a parent 
is determined on some one thing an I 
the son just as obstinately on another, 
that the divergence is not on the real 
Issue, but on a personal antagonism 
which neither of the two admits. 
There is another large class of boys 
and young men who are almost cen* 
! trimly predestined to get in wrong un­ 
less they are wisely direct* I in youth. 
There is some twist in their mental 
make-up. either congenital or acquired, 
which unfits them for certain lines of 
work, and if they follow these lines 
the result is not only economic failure, 
but physical and mental collapse. Such 
young persons ar*' recognizable by a 
variety of signs. . . . There is no 
absolute standard by which such indi­ 
viduals may be judged as a class. On 
tho contrary, each one is different, de­ 
pending upon heredity, environment, 
early education, passionate prejudices 
acquired through individual experi­ 
ence, a lack of balance in learning and 
a discrepancy iii moral development, 
capacity and ideals. Each requires a 
different social 
remedy. 
They 
are 
boys that present the most .serious 
problems thai parents have to face, 
such as drinking, failure in studies, 
tendency to evil associations, criminal 
and immoral tendencies. 
The vast 
majority of these are tile product of 
conditions and are not incurable de­ 
linquents. Could the fundamental dis­ 
harmony be recognized early enough, 
and 
could 
conditions 
lie 
changed, 
many of these boys might be saved 
from ultimate collapse and might be­ 
come useful citizens.

We have it on no less authority than 
that of “Hints on Etiquette and the 
Phages of Society.” written by Charles 
William Day. and published in Poston 
iti 1844, that

should never be cut less than an inch 
and a half thick. 
Appended to this 
important bit of advice is the graceful 
hint that “nothing 
is more plebeian 
than thin bread at dinner.” 
Somebody 
was talking the other day about the 
good old times—.somebody is forever 
talking about them—and here is his­ 
torical proof of the abundance as rep­ 
resented in slices an inch and half 
thick, and wisdom as shown in the sim­ 
ple expedient of declaring anything 
less 
than the prescribed thickness 
“plebeian.” Of course, remarks a writ 
er in the Indianapolis News, the word 
plebeian settled the thing. 
If it were 
plebeian to cut bread less than an 
inch and a half thick, you may be sure 
that it was not done to any great ex­ 
tent. 
There may have been an emer­ 
gency now and then when company 
came unexpectedly or when there were 
too many in the family and too little 
flour in the barrel, but certainly the 
plain statement that it was “plebeian,” 
so plebeian, in fact, that “nothing was 
more plebeian,” made it a difficult 
thing to serve thin slices in those days. 
Even so you may consider that it 
was a less difficult thing to serve thin 
bread in those days than it would be 
to serve thick bread these days. 
One 
doubts if even that unpleasant epithet 
“plebeian” could induce us to cut it 
an inch and a half thick. 
We could 
not lf we would. 
One loaf seven and 
a half inches long would make five 
slices. 
That would mean two loaves 
to a meal for a family of any size, and
